Then the 
Annapolis, with three at the mastheads, 
each of which looked as large as an acre of 
ground, and lastly, thé Topeka hoisted 
three—one at the foremast head, one at the 
mainmast head, and one at the stern, which 
were so large that they made it look like 
one huge American flag. 

Looking ahead at this array of bunting 
from the bridge of the Topeka I realized 
that mo Spaniard, unless he was totally 
blind, could fail to see that we were Ameri- 
can warships, — 
Forts and Mines. | 

Let me digress for a moment to say that, 
though the harbor of Nipe is grand and 
could accommodate the navies of the world, 
being. about twenty miles long and from 
three to ten miles wide, the entrance to it 
is narrow and tortuous, and lined with 
numerous and irregular shoals and reefs. 
The entrance is toward the south for about 
two miles, then sharp to the west for an- 
other two miles, and then south for a like dis- 
tance. On the point to the right of the en- 
trance, high up on the bluff, was a fort and 
signal station, and here also was the firing 
station for the mines hay 
On the left was another fort. Between the 
first and second turns were strewn the mines, 
and along the side of the channel, between 
the second turn and the harbor, were sta- 
tioned the Spanish riflemen. 

The Leyden and the Wasp were slightly in 
advance of the Annapolis, followed by the 
Topeka, for the double reason that the 
smaller vessels were to pick out the channel 
and look for the mines, and that the An- 
napolis and Topeka, particularly the latter, 
would be difficult to handle in a narrow 
channel. 

The two leading vessels passed the entrance 
point in silence on both sides, and we were 
all moving swiftly and quietly along when, 
as the Wasp turned into the second channel, 
it made the signialtous: ‘ I see the enemy's 
ships,” and at the same moment commenced 
firing. The Annapolis and ourselves could 
not stand being thus left out in the cold, and 
as we then were abreast of the signal sta- 
tion and fort we let go with both port and 
starboard batteries. The fire of our gunners 
was simply perfect, and though a half- 
hearted reply was made to our guns at first 
the constant plumping of our four-inch shells 
right into the spots for which they were 
aimed evidently convinced the Spaniards 
that it was extremiely unhealthy to remain 
anywhere within our range. Through our 
glasses we could see them scampering like a 
huge flock of sheep out of the fort signal sta- 
tion and firing station and wildly firing vol- 
leys of musketry at us as they rushed pell- 
mell down the hills to places of safety. 

Personally, I considered these volleys more 
to be feared than the fire of the Spanish 
cannon, for after the first five minutes expe- 
rience Wwe were morally confident that the 
cannon shots could not hit us, whereas some 
of the bullets by chance might do so. 


Captain Cowles” Bravery. 

The Captain had had a wall about five feet 
high, made of hammocks, piled one on top 
of another afd lashed together, built all 
ground the fuside of the bridge, and this 
afforded great protection to those of us who 
were fortunate enough to be there. 

The Topeka Nas a fine steel conning tower, 
bullt expressly for the Captain and his aid, 
the navigator, and the helmsman, during an 
engagement, but, judging from the man- 
ner in which Captain Cowles ignored it in 
our assault on Porto de Nipe, and from the 
calm, cool nner in which he walked 
quietly back and forth on the bridge, seeing 
everything, quickly grasping every detail 
of the surroundings, and issuing his orders 
quietly as when we were out on the deep 
sea at targét practice, the conning tower 
was a useless bit of extravagance in the 
‘pbuilding of the ship. 

After silencing the fort and signal station 
and cutting two holes through one of the large 
flags which had been hoisted on the latter 
to advise the warships in the harbor of our 
approach, we passed along into the mine 
fields, sweeping the banks with our three- 


pounders. 


When we swept into the second turn the 
Leyden and the Wasp were out of sight 
around the third turn and were over in the 
northwestern corner of the harbor, pouring 
a deadly, crackling fire from the six-pound- 
ers across into the Spanish cruiser, the 
Jorge Juan, and into the fort on the shore 


behind it. 

At this moment the Jorge Juan and the 
fort came late view from the Annapolis and 
from ‘behind us and then the battle com- 
menced in earnest on both sides.

Harbor Mine Exploded. 

As we ran over the mine fielde a mine 
was exploded, but outside of creating a most 
beautiful geyser Of water had no effect, as 
it was twenty yards ahead of us and off on 
the port beam of the Annapolis.

Kingston, July 28.—Complications arising 
over the detention of the Spanish officials 
in Santiago, against which Garcia complained 
in the letter to General Shafter, have become 
more serious. The members of the Spanish 
Court of Justice had formed a conference to 
decide if they should sit or resign, this aclion 
having been precipitated by President Mo- 
Kinley’s proclamation demanding that the 
Spanish authorities recognize the sovereign- 
ty of the United States. 

They announced they would consult Ma- 
arid, but were informed by General Shafter 
that the President's utterance was clear and 
Madrid had nothing to say in the premises. 

Leading Cubans are preparing a petition to 
President McKinley urging the removal of 
the Spanish. officials. The war, they claim, 
was for the special purpose of releasing Cuba 
from Spanish rule. 


Text of Shafter’s Letter. 


General Shafter sent the following answer 
to Garcia’s letter of protest and with- 
drawal: 

My Dear General Garcia: I must say 
that I was very much surprised at the re- 
ceipt of your letter this morning and re- 
gret extremely that you should regard your- 
self as in any way slighted or aggrieved. 
You will remember the fact that I invited 
you to accompany me into the Town of 
Santiago to witness the surrender, which 
you declined. This war, as you know, is 
between the United States and Spain, and 
it was out of the question for me to take 
any action in regard to your forces in con- 
nection with the surrender, which was made 
solely to the American army. The policy 
of my government in continuing in power 
temporarily the persons occupying the of- 
fices is one which I am of course unable to 
discuss. 

“To show you the views held by my gov- 
ernment I inclose copy of instructions fe- 
ceived by me yesterday from the Presi- 
dent, which appear to cover everything 
that can possibly arise in the government of 
this territory while held by the United 
States. Full credit has been given you and 
your valiant men in my report to my gov- 
ernment, and I wish to acknowledge to you 
the great and valuable assistance you ren- 
dered during the campaign.

Brooke Is to Leave Newport News Today or Tomorrow 
with Infantry, Cavalry, 
Invasion of Porto’ Rico, 


and Artillery for tho 


NINE TRANSPORTS DEPART FROM TAMPA, FLORIDA, 


American Commanders Have Thetr Plans Matured fora Quick 
Assault Upon the Spaniards in the Vieinity | 
of San Juan. | |

Cape Haytien, July 23.—Captain 
Vols, with the German bark Carl, ar- 
rived here today from Europe. Hemet 
near here last night eight American 
warships, They had their searchlights 
on him for some time. The vessels 
seemed stationary, but continued this 
morning in an easterly direction. They 
were believed to be the Miles expedition. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.)— 
General John R. Brooke, who will be in 
active command of the Porto Rican army of 
invasion under General Nel A. Miles, has 
made arrangements to depaft from Newport 
News tomorrow evening 6r Monday morn- 
ing with the second expedition of infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery. 

General P. C. Hains’ brigade, consisting 
of the Third Illinois, Fourth Pennsylvania, 
Fourth Ohio Volunteers, and four batteries 
| of volunteer artillery, will make up the 

news of the expedition which is destined 

td play a most important role in General 
Miles’ plan of campaign, as exclusively out- 
lined in today’s TRIBUNB. 

General Brooke’s official escort, Troop H 
of the Seventh Cavalry and Company Fot 
the Eighth Infantry, and the soldiers of Gen- 
eral Hains’ brigade, will take pasage on 
the auxiliary cruisers Yale and Harvard, 
which are capable of making the trip to 
Porto Rico in about four days. Hence Gen- 
eral Miles will scarcely have established his 
expeditionary forces in Yauco before his 
command is reinforced by the arrival of 
General Brooke with about 4,000 troops. 

General Miles is scheduled to arrive at 
Gaunica Bay tomorrow evening, though the 
actual landing will in all probability bg.de- 
ferred until Monday morning. Spain's ex- 
clusive title and right to Porto Rico will 
cease the moment General Miles’ soldiers 
set foot on Porto Rican soil. 

In rushing off the preliminary expedition 
from Santiago to Porto Rico it was Presi- 
dent McKinley's object to forestajl the 
Spanish government in any attempt to dia- 
pose of the island to some European power 
under the cover of peace negotiations. 
Hence General Miles" mission has a twofold 
object of capturing Porto Rico and freeing 
its. citizens from the yoke of Spain gorever. 
Indeed, this is the most important part at 
the attack upon Porto Rico, and the possi- 
bility of peace proposals from Spain necesei- 
tated quick work on the part of Genera] 
Miles in getting away from Cuba. Spain’s 
claim upon the island will be invalid when 
the Spanish soldiers in Porto Rico are out- 
numbered by American troops. | 

General Miles, upon landing at Guanica, 
will immeddately proceed to organize his 
army for the advance towards Ponce, the 
second city of Porto Rico, which will be the 
first Spanish stronghold in the island to fall 
beneath the onslaught of the Americans, 
General Miles will rendezvous his troops in. 
the spacious warehouses at Yauco, capable 
of acco odating 6,000 troops, which have 
been prepared for the occupancy of the 
Americans by Forto Ricans under the lead- 
ership of General Lluveras. Pending the ar 
rival of General Brooke General Miles will 
busy himself organizing pack trains, for if 
his plan of campaign is put into execution 
there will be no halt until San Jyanis threat- 
ened from the three points of attack from 
the heights of the mountain of Bayamon, 
and hence it will be necessary to keep sup- 
plies constantly moving to the front from 
tho base at the rear. 

Immediately upon the arrival of General 
Brooke's expedition General Miles’ soldiers 
will be moved to the eastward along the 
line of march to make room for the most 
recent arrivals, and when the force which is 
destined for Guanica, which ig on the south 
coast, is reduced to perfect organization the 
advance upon Ponce will begin. Ponce will 
perhaps be in possession of General Miles 
and General Brooke before the treops under 
Major General Wilson and General Cop- 
pinger effect landings at Fajardo on the 
east coast and Barceloneta on the north.

_ Will Take Ponce First. 

Ponce is the first objective, however, in 
view of the fact that Miles’ forces will 
be compelled to make a longer march 
towards San Juan before. gaining the posi- 
tion on the Bayamon Mountain which has 
been designated as the meeting place of the 
three expeditions, The march from Barce- 
loneta om the north and Fajardo on the east 
will be accomplished in much quicker order 
than the advance through the interior from 
Yauco, and hence if the troops at Tampa 
and Chickamauga under pinger and 
Wilson delay for twow hey will reach 
Porto Rico in time to form the junction with 
Miles and Brooke on the Bayamon Mountain. 
In their march from Yauco it is possible 
Miles and Brooke will be compelled to per- 
form some extensive reconnoitering in pur- 
suit of the Spanish garrisons of Ponce and 
Guayama, for in view of their inferiority it 
is believed by experts that the enemy will not 
resist but attempt to retreat eastward via 
Cayey to San Juan.

Tampa, Pia. July MORE CAVALRY FOR PORTO RICO 


Porto Rico expedition sailed at noon today. 
It consisted of nine troopships and carried 
about 4,000 men and immense quantities of 
all kinds of stores. It is doubtful if the ex- 
pedition would have sailed for several days 
hed it not been for the peremptory orders 
received from Washington last night to 
start at once. The long delay in the prepa- 
ration of the expedition seems to have ex- 
asperated the officials at the capital, and 
the result was that the most urgent orders 
40 the officers here were received last night. 

Evidently the expedition was sent away 
before it was ready, as the Fifth United 
States Infantry, which was to have been one 
of the regiments to compose the expedition, 
was left behind, and the two companies be- 
longing to it who have been occupying Dry 
Tortugas since the beginning of the war 
only reached here tonight. The troopship 
Mohawk was designated as the flagship of 


commanding the expedition. The Mohawk 

was the last to leave and besides other stores 

carried more of the artillery. 

It was definitely stated by one of the offi- 

cers who sailed on the flagship that the fleet 

would go to Porto Rico via Santiago. He 
also stated that the fleet had on board a 
considerable quantity of stores for Gen- 

eral Shafter’s army, which will be left at 

Santiago en route. 

The indications tonight point to the send- 
ing of another expedition in the near future 
from Tampa. These are here a number of 
troops who were to have gone on the expe- 
dition which left today had the capacity of 
the transports been sufficient. Among those 
are the remnants of several regiments of 
cavalry, the Fifth United States Infantry, 
and four troops of the Roosevelt Rough 
Riders.

Cicero Town Board Refuses 
to Grant a License to 
Hawthorne Track. 


TRUSTEESARRUNANIMOUS 


Chief of Police Instructed to See 
That No Gambling Is 


HARLEM 18 NOT AFFECTED. 


The Oloero Town board ata: meet- 
ing last evening decided that there shall be 
no racing for money at Hawthorne. 

Instructions were given to the Chief of 
Police of Cicero to see that no racing is con- 
ducted at the track tomorrow, and the appli- 
cation for a license which the Hawthorne 
Racing association submitted to the board 
was rejected and returned to Edward Corri- 
gan. 

When President Emerson became satisfied 
that the Hawthorne officials intended open- 
ing their track tomorrow he called a meeting 
of the members of the board and the matter 
was discussed. The question was put to a 
vote, and it was unanimously decided that 
the track should not be allowed to open. 

As long as this administration continues 
in power here,” said President Emerson, 
“gambling in connection with horse racing 
Will not be permitted in the Town of Cicero. 
Such sport brings an unruly crowd into the 
suburb, and add to an alarming degree to 
lawlessness. If the Hawthorne track opens 
on Monday the police will see to it that no 
bets are placed, and that the races are 
purely to test the speed of the horses.“ 

The board's ban upon racing will not affect 
the Harlem races, as the track is in the town- 
ship of Proviso. 

The action of the Cicero board makes it 
appear that it will now be impossible for 
Corrigan to carry out his intentions of con- 
ducting a meeting at Hawthorne, beginning 
tomorrow. The talk of the racing War that 
was to be initiated between Hawthorne and 
Harlem has been constant for several days, 
although: it was reported at Washington 
Park yesterday that a compromise had been 
reached by which Hawthorne was to post- 
pone its opening two weeks. his report 
could not be wholly confirmed. It came from 
Harlem officials and was not verified by 
those interested in Hawthorne. 

ow, however, it looks as if Corrigan is 
hopelessly handicapped in case he still is 
of a mind to begin a meeting tomorrow, and 
that Harlem may run without opposition 
from any other track. Whether any at- 
tempt may be made by those interested in 
Hawthorne to interfere with the races at 
Harlem out of a feeling of disappointment 
remains to be seen. :

SEE A LONG STRUGGLE. 


Diplomats Not So Confident That 
Hostilities Will End in 
the Near Future. 


N FRANCE’S CAPITAL. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW Yor

Paris, July 28.—Speculation of the Paris 

Stock Exchange for bull accounts in Span- 

ish securities, based on peace rumors, has 

again taken such active shape that S ish 
4-per cents are quoted at 88, being an ad- 
vance of 2 points since Thursday. 

The postponement of the departure of 
Commodore Watson's squadron is somewhat 
illogically interpreted on the bourse as the 
virtual abandonment of any ajtempt to 
carry the war into European waters and 
as indicating that peace negotiations are 
about to be undertaken. It is unmistakable 
that the financial barometer today points 
to confidence in the speedy temmination of 
the war. ‘ 

It is equally certain that in diplomatic 
circles there is not to be found the slightest 
trace of any such optimistic feeling, anda 
French statesman who has weathered many 
a political storm remarked this morning: 

“I don’t see any chance whatever for 
peace being concluded before Christmas, 
Neither Sagasta nor any Spanish party lead- 
er capable of forming a ministry has yet 
shown the faintest inclination to acknowl- 
edge the real extent of the national defeat 
and to take the initiative by offering directly 
to Washington such terms as Washington 
would now accept. A friend of mine just 
returned from Bourboule, where he recently 
had a conversation with General Polavieja, 
who was also taking the waters there, and 
whose cure was interrupted by a summons 
from the Queen Regent to go-to Madrid. 


Would Fight at Porto Rico. 

General Polavieja is an honest, brave, 
blunt soldier—a sort of a Spanish MacMahon 
—exactly the sort of a man whom old parlia- 

entary hands like Sagasta would like to 
see take office and sign a treaty of peace, 
thereby avoiding compromising their own 
political reputations by becoming identified 
with such an unpopular measure. Pola- 
vieja is absolutely opposed to any idea of 
abandoning Porto Rico until at least the 
Spanish army there has had a chance to 
strike a vigorous blow in its defense; such, 
in fact, were the words used by Polavieja 
in conversing with my friend. ; 

“My own opinion is that if McKinley is 
wise he will concentrate all the available 
forces to take Porto Rico immediately, for 
what is left after the rainy season of Mar- 
shal Blanco’s Havana army can be more ad- 
vantageously attacked in October. As to 
any naval opposition on the part of France 
or dny other European power against an 
American fleet operating In the Mediter- 
ranean, that you may assure your country- 
men is mere nonsense.” 


No Menace in Maneuvers. 

As sensational reports about the doings of 
the French Mediterranean squadron are

For a Commercial Arrangement. 


Numerous delegations from the French 
Chamber of Commerce and from industrial 
syndicates have petitioned M. Marjous, Min- 
ister of Commerce, to do all he can toward 
concluding an arrangement with the United 
States under the provisions of the fourth 
section of the Dingley act. M. Marjous 
urges the government to lose no time be- 
cause the time for taking advantage of the 
fourth section and obtaining reductions ex- 
pires in July, 1899. 

The desire among all commercial classes 
here for such an arrangement is all the 
more eager because French statistics just 
published reveal the fact that in the last 
six months American purchases in France 
amounted to only 87,000,000 francs, as 
against American purchases in the corre- 
sponding period of 1897 which came to 138,- 
000.000 francs.

Tammany Tickled. 

New York, July 23.—[Special.]—Tammany 
Hall leaders hailed with joy today the an- 
nouncement that Richard Croker had em- 
barked on the Lucania and would reach his 
hime either on Friday or Saturday next.

Cervera’s Downfall Commented Upon 
by the London Spectator—High 
Tribute to American Navy. 


— 


The first thought of all Engliehmen in re- 
gard to the naval battle is that the Amer- 
ican fleet did its work splendidly. The whole 
performance of Admiral Sampson's fleet was 
in acordance with the best traditions of the 
Anglo-Saxon navies, and every Englishman 
has read of their doings with a flush of pride. 
There was the old hard-pounding such as 
the Blisabethan sea dogs used, and the same 
curious mixture of steadiness and daring, 
coolness and reckless dash. No doubt the 
comparative strengths were different, but 
as one reads of the Spanish ships tearing 
full speed up the coast of Cuba, closely pur- 
sued by the relentless Americans, who 
poured in a continuous and weil-directed 
fire, it is Impossible not to think of the 
armada as it passed up the channel in flight; 
Drake's ships hanging on its flank and rid- 
dling’ the Spaniard’s hulls with their cease- 
less fire—a fire which, as on last Sunday, al- 
ways hit and always did damage.

The tec lessons of the last naval 
battle will have of course to be fully worked 
out by the naval experts, but even the most 
superfictal view shows one or two facts of 
great importance. They are not new fgcts 
exactly, but old facts with new faces, and 
therefore well worth considering. The first 
thing that strikes one is the practical futili- 
ty of passive courage, especially at sea. 
One might almost as well be a coward as 
a man who runs headlong on his death, 
careless whether he loses. his own life, but 
also eareless whether he kills his enemy. 

If the Spaniards had been as cool and 
dashing. as they. were indifferent to death 
they might not have beaten the Americans, 
but at least they would have done an im- 
mense deal of damage to the American 
fleet. Granted that Admiral Cervera had 
farmed the resolve of breaking out of San- 
tlago by daylight, how should he have Act- 
ed? How, that is, could he have sold his 
ships and the lives of his men dearest? That 
surely should have been the question put 
to himself by the Spanish Admiral. If it 
had been put, could the answer have been 
any other than something of this kind?

It 
would surprise the Emperor, no doubt, who 
thinks himself invinoibie, but his self-confi- 
dence cannot alter history. The English 
have a habit of winning at sea, and the 
Americans have shown us that they have 
inherited the habit to the fullest possible 
degree.—London Spectator, July 18.

Emperor William is kept continually in-

the developments at Washington, Madrid, 
and Berlin. Regular reports are sent to 
him to points on the Norwegian coast where 
he makes stops while on his tour of Norway. 
A large batch of diapatches containing the 
latest news of the war was sent this week 
by especial courier to Digormulion. 

Baron von Bülow, the Minister for For 
eign Affairs, is still absent on summer leave, 
but he is expected back in a fortnight. 

The tone of the German press this week is 
less friendly to the United States than the 
week before, and the latest developments in 
the war have been in many cases comment- 
ed upon in a rather sarcastic spirit. The

Wishes America Success. 


The Vossische Zeitung printed an editorial 
in which it admitted that it wished th 
United States speedy succese, and ref 
to the unbroken friendship existing for sa 
many years between the two countries, 

Other liberal papers of importance, like 
the Magdeburg Zeitung and the Weser 
Zeitung, express themselves in the same 
vein. 

Referring to the failure of the late sugar 
conference and to the agreement between | 
France and the United States regarding 
tariff reductions, the Kreutz Zeitung says: 

“Should America refuse to grant these 
tariff reductions to Germany and other Eu- 
ropean States as well, in spite of the most 
fayored nation treaties, there will be seri- | 
ous geémplications. To refuse this to Ger- 
many would be all the more unfair since. 
America was made to shore, when we con- 
cluded our commercial treaties of 1892, in 
the large reductions that were then In force, 
93 being asked to grant us any equiv- 
alent.“ 

It is a well-known fact in diplomatic cir- 
cles in Berlin that the relations between the 
regent of Lippo-Detmold and the Emperor 
of Germany have been extremely strained 
since the Emperor's brother-in-law, Prince 
Adolph of Schaumburg-Lippe, was ousted 
from that office owing to the final decision 
rendered against him by the court of arbi- 
tration presided over by the King of Saxony, 
and alleged instances of the Emperor's ill- 
will towards the new regent of Lippe-Det- 
mold have been current here for some time, 
But matters have now assumed a pass which 
makes this affair one of natlonal magnitude, 


Appeals Against the Kaiser. 

Count Ernest, the present regent, has been 
repeatedly slighted by the Emperor lately, 
in such a way as to have induced him to 
seek redress before the forum of the Bun- 
desrath, before which the Emperor is no 
more than the Regent of Lippe-Detmold. 
The Delegate of Lippe-Detmold has there- 
fore brought his sovereign’s complaint for- 
mally before the Bundesrath, begging that 
the Emperor may be held to render to the 
Regent of Lippe-Detmold the measure of 
respect which the constitution of the Em- 
pire says is his due. The Regent, at the 
same time, sent strongly worded, detailed 
autograph letters to all the other rulers of 
Germany, in which, after setting forth the 
instances of serious slight to which he claims 
to have been subjected, he summons all the 
German sovereigns to see that justice is 
done him. He also says that what has hap- 
pened to him may happen to them next, and 
that the Emperor, by outraging the principle | 
of -legitimacy in his case, endangers the 
foundation on which the thrones of all the 

rman sovereigns rest. 

The Emperor has recalled the Prussian 
representativeat the court of Detmold. The 
last straw, the one which induced the Regent 
of Lippe-Detmold to appeal to the Bundes-. 
rath, was brought about by the refusal of 
the officers of the Detmold garrison to pay 
to the members of the family of the Regent 
the honors the latter considered due. . 


Wilhelm’s Curt Answer. 


He then vainly appealed to the General in 
command and later referred the whole mat- 
ter to Emperor William, who sent the Regent 
the following reply: . 

My General has orders to render to the 
Regent what belongs to the Regent—nothing 
more. As for the rest, I object to the tone in 
which you have allowed yourself to couch 
your letter.’’ 

In spite of the various reports on the sub- 
ject, the arrangements for Emperor Will- 
lam's trip to the East in October have not 
been finally settled. At the office of the 
Court Marshal it is said that the program for 
his Majesty's journey will not be settled until 
after the Emperor's return from his north- 
ern trip, and it was added that the state 
ments hitherto published on the subject are 
all faulty.

Mr. Heath’s first application is now 
yellow with age, but he had renewed it each 
year and several pigeon holes in Controller 
Dawes’ desk are devoted to nothing but 
voluminous documents in which the Assis- 
tant Postmaster General has annually man- 
ifested his ambition to become the first 
American banker in Queen Liliuokalani’s 
former domain. | 

Mr. Heath’s abiding faith in the eventual 
annexation of the Sandwich Islands is the 
secret of the patience with which he has 
awaited the action of Congress. He first 
conceived the idea of establishing a bank in. 
Honolulu shortly after the inauguration of 
President Harrison during a conversation 
with the latter. At that time no one thought 
much of the little islands in the Pacific. 
Mr. Harrison asked Mr. Heath for his opin- 
fon of the commercial value of the Sand- 
wich Islands. Mr. Heath became enthusias- 
tic at once and asserted that Hawali would 
prove a valuable acquisition to the United 
States. 

„Well.“ returned President Harrison, 
think I'll advocate annexation.”’ 

Upon leaving the White House Mr. Heath 
hastened over to Controller Lacey’s office 
and startled the present President of the 
Bankers’ National Bank of Chicago by 
making an application for permission to 
establish a national bank in Honolulu. Mr. 
Lacey scarcely belleved Mr. Heath to be in 
earnest, but upon the latter’s urgent re- 
quest placed the application on file. It was 
only a short time afterwards when Presi- 
dent Harrison sent the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion treaty to the Senate for ratification. 
Action was deferred, however, and when 
Grover Cleveland was reélected the annexa- 
tion project was swamped. 

In spite of the fact that annexation of 
Hawaii became a dead issue Mr. Heath kept 

on fiing new applications in the Controlier’s 
office, and continued to do so even upon the 
resurrection of the project when Mr. McKin- 
ley moved into the White House. While the 
question of annexation was being debated in 
Congress recently Mr. Heath walked into Mr. 
Dawes’ office one day to renew his appiica- 
tion. The Controller, in looking over his 
desk, had come upon the budget of Mr. 
Heath's applications just a moment before 
and when the Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral handed him another Mr. Dawes was 
startled.

Several days later Hawali was annexed 
and Mr. Heath became a banker on paper.

Interesting Experiences Follow This Unusual Method of 
Searching for Employment and He Finds 
| Many Schemes but No Work. 


. PEOPLE HE INTERVIEWED AND WHAT IT CAME TO. 


MAN, being in urgent need of funds, 
conceived what he thought to be a 
brilliant scheme. He inserted the 
following advertisement in a daily 


paper: 

MAN, STRAN 
sum to any one securing him perma 
nent position. Address M 66. 

He did not have the $200, but he had a 
vague idea that if he secured a position he 
might be able to borrow it somewhere. 
Otherwise the plan seemd a promising one, 
based upon a profound knowledge of human 
nature. Few people have sufficient moral 
stamina to resist a bribe, and the writer 

„ thought that his chances of obtaining a 
position would be 200 per cent in excess of 
the other competitors in the “ Situation 
Wanted column. 

Investigation of the first answer he re- 
ceived destroyed this illusion, though the 
answer itself was enco enough. It 
read as follows: : 


First of the Answers. | 

“I would be pleased to have you call and 
pee me in regard to your ‘ad.’ before you 
respond to any other replies you may re- 
ceive. I assure you it will be to your ad- 
vantage to do so. I do not want your money 
for a position.“ 

The number given proved to be the address 
of a boarding-house. As the writer caught 
sight of the familiar glass sign dangling 
egainst a basement window—

MARINES ARE WELL CARED FOR. 


The Life, the Duty, and the Pay That 
Will Induce Him to Enlist 
Again. 


Corporal Almon Bogardus of the United 
States Marine Corps is on his way home 
with his discharge papers in his pocket after 
a five years’ service, and something over $230 
in money. Of this $65 was money allowed 
him for traveling expenses to Annapolis, 
where he enlisted. Some $70 was coming 
to him out of the clothing fund, he not hav- 
ing drawn out his full allotment of clothing 
during the years he had been in the service. 
Forty-eight dollars represented the amount 
kept back from his pay the first year he was 
in the corps, a practice which was then 
abolished. Other items, such as interest and 
accounts allowed him by the department, 
footed up the total mentioned. 

From what the corporal says the marine 18 
a pretty well cared for man when he Is serv- 
ing this country. He is paid $15 a month for 
the first three years as a private, his wages 
then being increased a dollar a month each 
year, giving him $18 a month in the fifth 
year. When his term of enlistment expires 
he ts entitled to three months’ furlough. 
That ts, he gets his discharge papers, and if 
before the three months have expired he re- 
enlists he starts off at the same rate of pay 
he was getting when discharged, and is given 
three months’ pay and the regular allow- 
ances for that time. — — — 

I think I will be back in the service when 
my time is up.“ said the corporal. “I was 
anxious for my discharge to come, but I 
am beginning to feel lonely already. Five 
years’ association’ with a large body of men 
and life on ship and in barracks gives a 
man a liking for the corps that he is not 
really aware of until he tries to break away 
from it. There is lots of hard work in the 
duties of a marine, but, take it all the way 
through, it is not such a tough job. Some 
people seem to think that a marine only does 
a sort of police duty on a ship; that he han- 
dies a rifle and nothing else. But that is a 
mistake. The marine must be up in the 
use of the gatjing and other rapid-fire guns, 
and is trained in the handling of the main 
battery of the ship, in addition to being thor- 
oughly drilled in the use of the small arm. 
He is a much more valuable man on board 
ship than to merely act as a policeman over 
the sailors, 4 so many people regard him.

In addition to his work on 
ship he makes up landing parties, and, as 
has been shown in Cuba, he is generally a

never met with a serious accident till a few 
days ago,“ said one of the quartet, a drum- 
mer for a large Chicago concern, who, for 
the purposes of this story, may be desig- 
nated as Mr. Brown, and thus protected 
from the hostility of railroad companies, 
which, as a rule, do not like to have the ugly 
details of their smash-ups spread broadcast 
in the public ear. So much had I traveled 
and so long had I escaped accident and in- 
jury that Lhad grown to be entirely without 
apprehension or fear upon the subject. When 
at last I found myself tangled up in a wreck 
that killed’ several people and destroyed 
$50,000 worth of rolling stock, the shock to 
my senses was naturally all the greater. I 
was struck and struck hard. It was a 
strange situation to be in, not to know 
whether I was dead or alive for minutes ata 
time, and still to be semi-conscious. Let us 
begin at the beginning and tell you just how 
the thing happened. 


No Thought of Danger. 

“Tt was not so long ago. I was a pas- 
senger on the Nashville limited which -left 
Chicago about 1 o’clock in the afternoon. I 
boarded the train at Englewood at 1:20, and 
goon we were speeding southward ‘at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour. Besides the en- 
gine there was one baggage car, a smoker, 
a day coach, and the Pullman sleeper. 
Everybody appeared particularly joyous and 
happy. No one dreamed of death and de- 
struction lying in wait a few miles ahead, 

„At the little station of Cayuga, Ind., the 
crash came. This place is 141 miles south of 
Chicago, about thirty-eight miles north of 
Terre Haute, and eighteen miles south-of 
Danville, III. We left Danville, rushing on 
southward, about seven minutes late.. I had 
a seat in the smoker, next to the baggage 
car, in company with fifteen or twenty other 

ssengers. At Cayuga, as is well known

of the country, the road makes considerable 
of a curve, about one mile in extent.

“It was 5 o’clock and dark when 
our train, at its fifty-mile gait, plunged into 
an open switch upoh which stood a heavy 
north-bound freight.

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CHICAGO CHURCHES HAVE 


_ DEVISED A NEW CHARITY. 


In Oak Park They Have Established a Camp Offering a 
Summer Outing to City Poor Unable 
3 to Reach the Country. 


HICAGO has brought forth a new 
charity. The problem of the city’s 
poor has been partially solved by the 
people of the Oak Park churches, and 
a village of tents just upon the north- 

ern edge of that suburb is filled with women 
‘and children from the black blocks” of 
the West Side. 27 

Oak Park has taken charity into firm 
hands, and brought poverty within itself to 
view it at short range, while at the same 
time extending to its beneficiaries advan- 
tages which have never before deen within 
their reach. The city of tents is called 
„Camp Good Will,” and both as a refresh- 
ing sight for cynical, worldly people and as 
an Illustration of the practical principles of 
benevolent sociology it is a striking example. 
At present there are fifty-six people en- 
joying suburban bounty and .canip fare, 
which, in comparison with their usual daily 
life, are luxuries beyond their dreams. They 
have been brought out of the slum districts 
and invited to spend a week in a rough and 
temporary paradise, which has been ar- 
ranged for them. 3 

8 Camp Good Will” is both an experiment 
and a fixed institution. It is fixed so far as 
Oak Park is concerned, for in this particular 
spot the outing idea is in the second season 
of its existence, the season which is to prove 
whether it will continue to live. But it 18 — 
experiment in its general features, an

Plan Begun Last Year. 

The Forest avenue branch of the First 
Congregational Church began the encamp- 
ment last year by entertaining eighty peo-~ 
ple from the Hull House district for two 
weeks. This year it has been taken up 
by nine of the Oak Park churches and the 
two clubs of the suburb have co tributed 
money without taking a hand in the ac- 
tualities of the encampment. As a result, 
five weeks of happiness have been assured to 
the beneficiaries of this both practical and 
idyllic form of charity, and 300 women and 
children, whose ideas of brightness and 
green things have been confined to a few 
hours in the more central and dustier of 
the parks, are assured a thorough under- 
standing of nature and fresh air for a week 
atatime. From their own standpoint nothing 
could be more agreeable. wea

the example set by this sort of life may be 
worth more than the mére luxurious revel- 
ing in the delights of natural wildernesses. 
It is a simple affair of tents, but the prox- 
imity to civilization renders the food and 
comfort problem more easily susceptible to 
comfortable solution than is usual in or- 
dinary camps. There are three large tents 
for the general comfort of the campers. 
One of these is called the assembly tent, 
and is fitted with a piano, Pooks, chairs, 
tables, and everything suite to the min- 
fature Chautauqua which this portion of 
the camp resembles. Within it are held 
lectures, song and religious services, stere- 
opticon exhibitions, meetings of other sorts, 
and everything that can be arranged for 
the benefit and delight of the campers. The 
other two are the cooking and dining tents. 
In the latter are set stout camp tables, 
decked with clean linen and oilcioth, upon 
which there are perpetual shade, continual! 
green leaves, and all the buggy delights of 
camp life. 7 


‘No Restraint Exercised. 


Here the people are free to do as they like 
without let or hindrance. There are no re- 
strictions whatever, and they may go and 
come as they will. Besides that, the women 
of Oak Park are busy entertaining the chil- 
dren with rides and excursions about the 
neighborhood. There is no trouble and no 
confusion. The allurements ot the simple 
camp are 80 great to these people that it is 
only upom a special occasion they stir from 
it. What Uttle time they can spare from the 


lights is taken up with gratitude to their 
benefactors. 

The people in the camp during the last 
week are not the picturesque poor. They 
ere of the class intimately known to the 
charitable workers as friendly visitors.”’ 
They are the families of the better sort, but 
of the lowest finances. Most of them are 
widows with large families of children, and 
although they are neat and fairly well 
clothed the effort to keep up appearances 
has only been won with the hardest labor. 
Circumstances have compelled them to live 


where the agents and martyrs of the char- 
ities have hunted them out and comforted 
them upon the settlement idea of equality 
rather than upon the amateur status of 
pauperdom. They are neat, many of the 
children bright and pretty, and most of 
them happy. Their cares and trials are un- 
teen, and it fs only from those who know 
them that their stories are to be learned. 
From appearances they might be a mere’ 
party of fairly comfortable people taking 
a week's outing at their own expenditure. 
The camp is under the supervision of 
James Minnick, West Side Superintendent 
of the Bureau of Associated Charities, to 
whom most of the people who will be asked 
to camp are personally known, and under 
the direction of the Rev. A. W. Stough, pas- 
tor of the Forest avenue branch of the First 
Congregational Church. Mr. Stough had 
charge of last year’s experimental camp and 
is chairman of the committee in charge of 
the more elaborate one this year. Mr. Min- 
nick represents the campers as their friend 
| and adviser. Among the churches which 
have contributed both their money and the 
time of their members are the Forest ave- 
nue branch of the Congregational, First 
Congregational, Methodist, Episcopal, Pres- 
byterian, Christian Scientist, Unity, and 
others. Each of these has appointed « com- 
mittee, and from these committees are ar- 
ranged subcommittees of various sorts to 
provide the food and care for the camp gen- 
erally. The actual work is done by the 
campers themeelves, and the committees 
only provide the materials. Many of the 
committee members, however, spend much 
of their time in the camp visiting the ben- 
eficiaries and looking after their entertain- 
ment. —

One of the queerest publications in the 
world is a newspaper called the Ostrich, 
printed in Cornwall, England. The paper is 
issued and distributed gratultously through 
out Cornwall twice a week. Its object is 
unique—to make its readers happy and 
healthy. The system of the publisher i 
based on the science of suggestiveness, and 
the Ostrich is so arranged that only the most 
agreeable things are suggested. It is printed 
on a delightful pale rose colored paper, ang 
certain words like happy, good, peace, . 
cess, amiable, health, beautiful, etc,, are 
printed in heavy type. Ail such words as 
death, pain, killed, misfortune, horrible, ete, 
are avoided. In the entire paper, with the 
exception of one column, not a single dis- 
agreeable word is printed. 

The motto of the Ostrich i: Even of 
truth one-half is falsehood.” One colu 
bears the title, What would 8. H. D. Say 
to It?”’. 8. H. D. stands for Sir Humphrey 
Davy, and he ts taken as the model of gil 
human beings, the yard stick with whieh 
everything is measured.

FURNISS THE OFFENDER. 


Says Many Unkind Things in His 
New Paper, Fair Came. 


PICTURE UNTRUE ro LIFE. 


ONDON, July 14.—Harry Furniss, the

| At Least That Is» What He Claims 


for It.

HE recent La Bourgogne disaster off 
Sable Island, the much-dreaded 
‘graveyard of the Atlantic,“ and 
that which but a few weeks previous 
ly befell the United States cruiser 

Columbia, but which, happily? did not re- 


tice of vesselmen and shipping interests 
generally the simple and important inven- 
tion of a Chicago man. It is called a ship 
bandage,” and is designed to close or blanket 
a leak in the hull of a vessel. It is said La 
Bourgogne was from forty to sixty minutes 
disappearing from view after it met in col- 
lision with the British merchantman. The 
originator of the bandage idea claims the 
French liner could have been towed to port 
had it been equipped with his apparatus. 

Collisions on the water generally result 
in huge holes being stove in tho side of the 
vessel. Marine men divide such injuries 
into two classes—the clean hole, caused by 
a straight head-on blow, and the ragged 
hole, caused by a glancing blow. It is due 
to the construction of all ships that the 
holes caused by collisions are almost in- 
variably triangular shaped. The sizes dif- 
fer of course with the force of the blow, 
but seldom exceed ten feet in width, while 
they often extend down the bilge and even 
reach the line of the double or water-tight 
bottom. C. F. Sultemeyer, the Chicago in- 
ventor, claims that his invention is so con- 
structed that it will close a ragged hole 
as easily as a clean hole and that it will 
adjust itself to a curved as well asa straight 
surface, and that its separate parts are 
strong enough td withstand the lateral pres- 
sure of the water. 


Construction of the Bandage. 


The bandage is made of fiexible material 
capable of being rolled up, and is straight- 
ened and stiffened by ficxible metal layers 
in order, to better resist the pressure of the 
water afd to prevent any protruding pieces 
of wreckage from cutting or tearing it. 
The weight af the bandage is not more than 
is necessary to make it strong enough to 
withstand the pressure of the water. When 
applied the bandage lies entirely flat against 
the side of the vessel, so as to offer the 
least possible resistance to the water while 
the vessel is moving, The bandage is to 
be operated from the deck and requires no 
weighting for the purpose of unroljing, since 
it is supplied with an arrangement by means 
of which ‘will operate automatically 
through thé action of the water, and the 


in its place. 

The bandage is constructed of a continuous 
outer layer of cloth and an inner layer of 
cloth having a series of parallel folds form- 
ing flaps. ch flap has a wire fra 80 
as to give it the necessary weight and stiff- 
ness. The outer layer of cloth is stiffened 
by parallel ribs: The inner layer is secure- 
ly joined to the outer throughout the greater 
portion of the cloth of the bandage, but fora 
short distance at the upper end the outer 
layer is separated from the inner and re- 


device. Lines are attached to the upper- 
most rib and run down between the eighth 
and ninth layer. Each end of the bandage. 
is connected with lines by which it may be 
handled. The flaps are held so as to swing 
in a uniform manner by means of stays 

which respectively run from the outer por- 

tions of the flaps inward to the body of the 

In applying the -bandage it is rolled go 
that the flaps will be on the outer side of the 
roll and will project outward like the blades 
of a waterwheel. The roll is then lowered 
2 and upon entering the water 
the force of the water rushing into the break 
in the vessel acts on the flaps and presses 
the lowermost flaps toward the hull of the 
vessel in g@ manner to close the break. 
Should the headway of the vessel tend to 
carry away the roll the loose upper portion 
is released from the fastening devices and 
permitted to drop downward from behind 
the roll. As this loose portion of the layer 
hangs beneath the roll and over the break in 
the vessel, the pressure of the water imme- 
diately carries the loose portion into the 
hull of the vessel, or binds it firmly against 
the jecting edges so that the bandage 
will be fixed to the hull, and the unrolling of 
the bandage will then go on without inter- 
ruption, 


Tested by the Government. 


Mr. Sultemeyer has recently returned from 
New York, where he superintended several 
ractical tests with the bandege at the 
nited States navy yard. Part of the re- 
port which was made by F. T. Bowlea, 
naval constructor, U. 8. N., to the com- 
mander, United States navy yard, New 
York City, says: 
“It was decided to use the caisson of Dry 
Dock No, 2 for the purpose of making the 
test, as by opening one of the sluices the 
condition of a vessel with a hole in its bot- 
tom would be approximately reached.” 
After going into details the constructor 
continued; The bandage was arranged 
on the deck of the caisson, the sluice opened, 
and a bandage put over the side and applied. 
No difficulty was experienced and the band- 
age covered the hole, at once reducing the 
leak to a small stream, which remained of 


open. This experiment was repeated six 
times with the same result, the time elaps- 
ing between the bandage .being lowered 
over the side and the stoppage of the leak 

ing from twenty to forty seconds. The 
eak in each case after the bandage was in 
place was of the same magnitude, and 
actual measurement in one case showed a 
flow of fifty gallons to the minute, The 
experiments were made using the upper 
row of sluices. One of the lower sluices was 
then opened, being four feet below the upper, 
and the bandage was tried three times, The 
first was unsuccessful, the depth of the hole 
not being estimated properly. The next two 
had the same result as when the upper 
sluices were used. The lower sluice was 
situated where there was a slight rounding 
in the caisson, At the conclusion the 
bandage was found to be uninjured and 
ready for use. 

The above experiment proved conclustve- 
ly that in still water with a hole not having 
projecting sides and situated where the side

The first experiments undertaken with ar- 
gon by Professor Ramsay and Dr. Norman 
Collie were based on the suspicion that the 
new gas contained an admixture of a heavy 
gas in extremely small proportion. They 
provided themselves with about four gallons 
of argon and attempted to separate or divide 
it by means of diffusion, They met with

There is no reason to doubt that nearly all the 
influential leaders in English public life are hop- 
ing that the Americans will retain control of the 
Philippines after the close of the war with Spain. 
. They frankly admit that the occupation 
of the Philippines by either France, Germany. or 
Great Britain will subject the relations of Buro- 
pean powers to a dangerous strain, and they 
favor permanent American control of the group 
in the interest of peace. They are also sensible 
of the great advantage which England would 
derive from the moral and diplomatic support 
of the United States in all questions relating to 
China and the far East if the American flag were 
raised at Manila for all time. As Englishmen 
with practical instincts and ‘Influenced by con- 
siderations of enlightened self-interest, they are 
outspoken and emphatic in expressing their hope, 
that America will enlarge her sphere of activities 
‘in the world’s diplomacy and work. 


To what extent Great Britain may be 
disposed to go in enforcing this view is its 
own business; but there are not wanting 
evidences that it would not quietly sit by 
and see a principle which it deems essential 
to the safety of its own interests and 
to the prosperity of its trade in the far 
East forcibly and arbitrarily gyerridden 
by governments whose policies are purely 
autocratic and thoroughly selfish. Not 
less significant, though unofficial in their 
character, were the sentiments expressed by 
Lord Kimberley—one of the most cautious 
and sagacious leaders of the Liberal party 
and once at the head of the British Foreign 
office—who spoke of the relations of the 
United States and Great Britain at the 
American dinner in London on the Fourth of 
July as follows: 

Common language, although a strong bond 
between peoples, was not the strongest bond. A 
far stronger one was a community of interest. The 
interests of the two peoples largely run on the 
same lines, and they could look forward to a 
fgtendship which may be enduring and of the ut 
most benefit to both countries. The United States 
Was at the parting of the ways, and the time had 
come when the American people would take a 
larger interest in what went on in other parts of 
the world. It was not for him to offer any remarks 
or advice on this point, but as an Englishman, he 
believed that if they should so extend their inter- 
ests in other parts of the world it would be a sig- 
nal advantage to the English people, because, al- 
though that people thought they were strong and 
could stand alone, yet it coyld not be a matter of 
indifference to them that a sister nation was | 
coming to stand by their side. Looking to what 
was taking place, and considering what he might 
call the growing smallness of the world for all 
practic#l pur; des, he felt that the United States 
would probably be bound to take a large part in 
foreign politics. [Ireland and America might be 
proud of this—that they alone among the nation= 
had understood the true principles of free govern- 
ment, based on democratic lines, and that 
they understood that they were not to be inter- 
fered with day by day by their governments, which 
were their servants rather than their rulers. Once 
the two peoples had parted in anger; they had how 
returned to friendship. May that friendship be 
long and enduring! +

SOME OF OUR FOREIGN CRITICS. 
One ot the numerous critics of the Ameri- 
can war policy—the London Truth, the 
‘organ of the famdus Liberal and reform 
member of Parliament, Labouchere—refer- 
ring to the conduct of the campaign in 
Cuba. indulges in the following criticism: || 
But if the war is to be continued, the United 
States should act with more energy, for in wars 
it is cruel to be kind. I should have thought it 
doubtful policy to land an army in Cuba at the 
moment when the yellow fever makes the island 
unfit for such an operation. But if an army is to 
be landed, why at Santiago? The western por- 
tion of Cuba, in whieh Santiago is the chief town, 
is not the point to strike at. The army should be 
landed at some place near to Havana, and it should 
advance at once on the capital. If Havana falls, the 
Spanish rule on the Island is, for all practical pur- 
poses, at an end. 2 
By this time the versatile Labby haus 
probably learned that Santiago is in the 
eastern instead of the western portion of

When 
Mme. de Staél was asked whether she believed 
in ghoets, she replied, ‘‘ No, I do not; but lam 
afraid of them. The great powers no longer 
„ believe ’*’ in the United States, but they are 
nevertheless afraid of them. It is obvious that 
it is only a matter of time for America to become 
an enormously strong naval and even military 
power, ard the experiences of the present war 
must inevitably hasten the developments in these 
directions. | 
_ All this is of course based on the fact that 
the United States, being without a large 
standing army at the beginning of the 
present struggle, had to create one from the 
ranks of the volunteer militia. And ‘yet 
the results which have béen accomplished 
within a period of three months show not 
only the excellence of its materia? but the 
promptness with which it can be “ mob- 
-ilized and placed in a condition to win 
great victories. 7 
There are reasons for believing that in 
future it will not be necessary to consume 
so much time in preparation, but that with 
a regular army of fifty or one hundred 
thousand men the government will be pre- 
pared to act promptly in such an emergency

It could reach the ocean. Therefore it was 
quite proper to renounce the right to con- 
ruct such vessels on the lakes. ;

Will not be long Before the artificial water- 
‘ways connecting Lakes Michigan, Erie, and 
Ontario with the ocean will be so deepened 
and widened. that torpedo boats, large sized 
torpedo boat destroyers, and some other 
paval vessels will be able to pass through 
these canals. Then, if it were not for the 
treaty, the shipbuilders on the lakes—at Chi- 
cago, for instance—would be able to com- 
pete for government contracts with Eastern 
bullders, as steel and iron vessels can be 
constructed more cheaply here than any- 
where else in the country. 
The shipbuilders on the lakes are 


desirous 


that they may be able to compete. They 
‘do not wish to have the number of armed 
vessels maintained on the lakes increased. 
Nobody desires that. All they ask is a re- 
moval of the inhibition on the construction 
of naval vessels which are small enough to 
get through the canals to the ocean. 
Any change in the treaty must affect both 
parties to it. If American shipbuilders on 
the lakes are permitted to build certain 
kinds of war vessels, then the Canadian 
shipbuilders, if there are any, must be per- 
mitted to build them also if they can secure 
contracts, If the two governments were 
distrustful of one another, each might think 
the other was scheming to have a number of 
naval vessels on the lakes ready for use in 
an emergency, but the relations between 
the two governments are so cordial at pres 
ent that neither would suspect the other 
of bad faith if the mere construction of 
naval vessels on the lakes were permitted. 
The provisions limiting the naval force to 
be ‘maintained on the lakes should not be 
ehanged under any circumstances, not even 
to oblige the shipbuilders. : 
The United States government has taken 
no.action in the matter as yet, and it may 
be some time before it does. There are other 
matters on hand wifich are of a more urgent 
nature, but the lake shipbuilders ‘will not 
abandon their efforts to have the treaty 
changed. They are convinced that the 
United States is going to have a great navy 
and they want to build a part of it. Battle- 
ships ‘are out of their reach, but they think 
they ought to have a chance to construct 


small-fry vessels.

Such a 
revulsion was to be expected and the idea 
is to be commended. The Klondike is not 
the only gold region in the Yukon Valley. 
There is every reason to believe that there 
are just as rich deposits in the Alaskan 
streams as in those of the Northwest Terri 
tory, and they can be prospected and worked 
under much more liberal restrictions. The 
fact that the Klondike output of gold has 
fallen somewhat below what even the most 
conservative expected is in large part due 
„to the needlessly heavy tax laid on mining 
enterprises by the Canadian government. 
The fact that that government has collected 
a tax of $800,000 on $7,000,000 Is bound to 
have its deterrent effect upon the full de- 
velopment of the mining resources of the 
country. There is reason to believe that the 
Canadian authorities have overreached 
themselves in this matter, and the marked 
movement that has now begun toward Alas- 
kan streams promises soon to prove that 
‘Canada’s loss will be our gain. Forty-Mile 
‘Creek, which was the original Yukon gold 
field, la being worked again, and it 18 just 
as reasonable to éxpect that new and richer 
strikes will be made on our side of the line 
as on the other. American prospectors will 
do well in future to keep this fact in mind 
and locate their claims where they can work 
them without exorbitant taxation. 


LESSONS OF SPANISH WRECKS. 

Divers have been examining the wrecked 
Spanish warships, both at Manila and at 
Satitfago, and their reports will be examined 
with interest by naval experts all over the 
‘world. „Admiral Dewey has called atten- 
32. to the remarkable similarity of the 
anish disasters on opposite sides of the 
globe, and the similarity of the wrecks in 
both cases is equally noteworthy. # 
Perhaps the most striking revelations, 
both at Manila and at Santiago, was the 
‘large part played by fire in securing the 
swift and total destruction of the Spanish 
vessels. In the old days of wooden vessels 
and of fireships the danger from fire was 
one of the most appalling features of naval 
battles, but since the advent of steel armor- 
clads this danger has been generally sup- 
posed practically to be eliminated, and so 
t was as long as solid projectiles were used. 
But now all the projectiles used in the 
larger naval ordnance are explosive shells, 
and the report concerning one of these 
which pierced the Indiana agrees with the 
observations of the effects of our own shells 
on Spanish ships, showing that the tremen- 
. dous explosive force is always accompanied 
with great danger from fire to all wood- 
Work. One of the most important lessons

*eonstruction:is to use as little wood as pos- 
sible in building warships and to employ 
every means known to science for render- 
ing the whole craft fireproof. 
The examination of the wrecks in Manila 
| Bay shows that on the whole the greatest 
havoe was done by the six-inch shells. Prob- 
ably the same fact will be shown in the case 
of Cervera's shattered ships, though there 
were more large guns in action there than 
at Manila. The six-inch rapid-fire gun 
seems to be about the happy mean in which 
size and speed of handling combine to do 
theirutmost. Shells of smaller caliber than 
five or six inches lack the weight to pierce 
parmorplates, while shells larger than six 
or eight inches become too cumbersome and 
'@xpensiye for rapid fire. While the thir- 
teen - inch guns have their uses, and while 
the fearful nature of their power is undeni- 
able in reducing fortifications and the like, 
the fact remains that for all-around fight- 
ing qualities no more deadly engine of war 
was ever inyented than the six-inch rapid- 
fire gun with which the American navy is 
80 liberally‘equipped. 
The Spanish cruiser  Obristina, 
Which lies at the bottom of Manila Bay, 
suffered the most complete destruction by 
internal fire started from American shells. 
It was pierced by a six-inch shell amidships . 
und an eight-inch projectile from the Olym- | 
pia left a line ot ruin from the stern half 
way to the bow of the Spanish flagship.

New York Banks Lose $16,457,500 in 
Deposits—Stocks Quiet. 


The New York bank statement for the 
week can hardly be considered favorable 
with a loss in deposits of $16,457,500 and a 
loss in loans of $4,907,600. The reserve is 
still strong, however, at $43,012,000. In fig- 
uring upon changes in the actual reserves 
of the banks this week it will be well to 
recall that the averages of a week ago did 
not reflect fully the large payments by the 
banks to the Treasury on account of the 
subscription for the new government loan 
by small bidders. Such payments may have 
constituted a continuing thfluence this week. 
The records of the last fortnight show that 
there has been little doing in bank securities. 
Investors who take on these lines appeared 
tohesitate about buying bank shares pending 
the uncertainty relative to the effect of the 
government bond issue on deposits.

Early in February, 1897, the Olive Pecker 
cast off from the warf at Boston and was 
towed down the harbor. With the fading 
away of the Cape Cod lights—almost, in fact, 
before the haze of the city @sappeared from 
view—came a noticeable change over the 
Captain. He seemed to have left his cheery, 
bluff manner behind him in New England.

Asthe cook, he 
was brought in frequent contact with both 
Whiting and Saunders, receiving nothing 
but curses and ill-treatment for his pains. 
No matter how well he performed his duties 
in the schooner’s galley, he recetved nothing 
in return but a kick oran oath. The kicks 
and blows became more frequent asthe first 
two weeks wore away, and then Andersen, 
too, became sullen and morose. If plans 
were maturing in his mind, he kept them to 
himself. None of the crew knew to what 
lengths he was being driven. 


Final Act of Cruelty. 

The climax came one day when the 
schooner was well down off the South Amer- 
ican coast. In an evil moment the Captain's 
dog strayed into the galley. Andersen wis 
pouring hot water from a tea kettle over 
the galley fire. Suddenly the schooner rolled 
heavily, and the pan of scalding water fell 
from his hands and spilled over the dog’s 
back. Yelping with pain, it ran to the Cap- 
tain’s cabin, and in a moment, furious with 
rage, Whiting dashed through the galley 
door. Before the little Swede cook could 
escape the Captain had him by the throat, 
Three times his match in build and strength, 
Whiting strangled Andersen almost to suf- 
focation and kicked and pounded him un- 
mercifully. When, in his desperation, he 
appealed to Mate Saunders, the latter re- 
plied with a curse: 

“ You'll get killed now, anyhow.” 

Then Ander went back to his pots and 
pans in the galley, but he was no longer the 
inoffensive Andersen who shipped with the 
Pecker’s crew in Boston three weeks before. 

Later on the same day the cook inquired 
from the men the locality of the schooner. 
they informed him, not without jeere and 
raillery at the treatment he had received, 
that Bahia, Brazil, lay somewhere off to 
starboard. The cook seemed satisfied, but 
inwardly he smarted over the unfriendliness 
of the rest. Then he prepared supper 
afterwards washed the pots and pans and 
put the galley in order. This done, he went 
to his bunk to brood over the injustices 
which he had suffered, until they had grown 
umbearable. At last it grew dark, and he 
arose and quietly crept to the Captain's 
cabin. The latter sat upright im his cabin 
beside the chart table, in a drunken stupor. 
Andersen stole across the room to a locker, 
where he knew a pair of pistols were packed 
away. He found them easily enough, and 
pointing one at the Captain, sent a bullet 
through his tormentor’s heart. Whiting died 
without a sound. 


Murders Mate Saunders. 


The noise of the shot startled the men off 
watch, and they tumbled up on deck through 
me forward hatch, frightened and bewil- 
dered, There they met the infuriated cook, 
pistols in hand.

The cook’s final act of desperation dawned 
on the crew, and for a moment they hesi- 
tated. But it was only fora moment. An- 
dersen's flaming eyes and set features cowed 
them. His pistols covered every movement 
they made, and they were again forced to 
Obey. Keeping them close together, never 
letting them get from his view, he watched 
them until the vessel's deck, its sides, and 
its spars had been smeared with oil. 

“ Mow wet Into the boat!“ It was the final 
order, arid it was given as the cook threw a 
flaming brand down the oll soaked hatch. 
The small boat, with Andersen in the stern, 
pushed away and headed for the Brazil 
shore as the flames curled upand run quick- 
ly across the deck and up the rigging. Ina 
moment the Olive Pecker was a mass of 
flames. 

Andersen, in the stern sheets of the boat, 
revolvers still in hand, directed the move- 
ments of the terror-stricken sallors. They 
pulled onward most of the day, and at night 
landed on the Brazilian coast at some dis- 
tance from Bahia. Then they separated, 
going in several different directions. One 
reached Bahia and reported Andersen's 
fiendish atrocities to the authorities. Short- 
ly afterward the cook turned up in the same 
elty and was arrested by the Brazilian au- 
thorities just as he was about to leave port 
on another ship. One by one the other mem- 
bers of the crew were apprehended and held. 


Brought Home on a Warship. 


Five weeks later the United States steam- 
ship Lancaster arrived in Bahia, and the 
prisoners were placed on board and taken to 
Hampton Roads and then to Norfolk, where 
Andersen was arraigned, charged with mur- 
der, and the remainder as accessories after 
the fact. The trials awakened wide interest 
on account of the great peculiarity and al- 
most unparalleled bloodthirstiness of the 
crimes. Andersen was ably defended by 
competent lawyers, his friends coming for- 
ward with funds and influence. The trial 
was a long one, the court finding Andersen 
guilty of the murder of Mate Saunders. The 
remainder were acquitted. The sentence 
was that Andersen should atone for the 
wrongs he committed on the high seas with 
his Mfe March 18, but pending an appeal to

"Physical examinations during the civil war 

aid not amount to much more than the re- 

ting officer’s eye measurement of the 

epplicant’s inches. If the applicant ap- 

proximated five feet in height, and was not 

obviously blind, halt, lame, or deaf and 

dumb, instant admission to the ranks was 


given. The wonder does not, therefore, 


deem so great that a considerable number 


of women actually soldiered as uniformed 


men during the civil war. A majority of 
these adventurous women enlisted on the 
union side, and their sex in most cases was 
only revealed when they were wounded in 
action. There were, no doubt, a great many 
more women who enlisted in the Northern 
army as men than the records show—women 
Who, having escaped wounds and detection, 
were mustered out at the close of 
their enlistment or at the conclusion of the 
war without their sex becoming known to 
their officers or comrades. It seems almost 
incredible that some of these women, whose 
eases are well authenticated, should have 
garried out their deception with such suc- 
cess under difficult circumstances, but the 


fact remains that few of them were discov- 


ered to be women through their poor acting 


pf their soldierly roles. 


A Washington man who has been in the 
War department for forty years, and during 
the civil war kept a record of all the cases 
that came to his notice wherein women 
were discovered under arms in both services, 
federal and. Confederate, gave the reporter 
access to his Women Soldiers” scrap- 
book the other day, and the following stories 
are presented as showing that the girls of 
the early 608 aspired to more venturesome 
work in war than that of nursing sick or 


grounded soldiers: 
Case of Frances Hook. 


A girl of 22 named Frances Hook, who ifs 
described as of about medium height, with 
dark hazel eyes, dark brown hair, rounded 
features, and feminine voice and appear- 
ance,” enlisted with her brother in the Six- 
ty-fifth Illinois Home Guards shortly after 
the beginning of the civil war. She and her 
brother were orphans. In‘enlisting the girl 
assumed the name of Frank Miller.

Her brother was killed in ac- 
tion soon after he enlisted, After receiving 
her three months’ discharge the girl Frank 
Miller reönlisted in the union army, this 
ume in the Ninetieth Illinois. She was taken 
prisoner in a battle near Chattanooga. In 
attempting to escape she was shot through 
the calf of the right leg. The Confederate 
soldiers who picked her up searched her for 
papers and discovered her sex. The Con- 
federates respected her sex and gave her a 
geparate room in the military prison at At- 
nta. The girl claimed that during her cap- 
tivity she received a letter from Jefferson 


Davis offering her a Lieutenant's commis- 


gion if she would enlist in the Confederate 
service. ‘This, however, was not established. 


Tue girl bad no home and no relatives, but 
che said she preferred to fight as a private 


soldier for the Stars and Stripes thaf to ac- 
cept any commission up to that of Lieuten- 
ant General in the Confederate army. She 
was finally exchanged. She said, upon 
reaching the North, that her captors tried 
to extort from her a promise that she would 
go home and not enter the service again.

Vienna Wizard Makes a Won. 
derful Discovery. 


SHORTENS THE PROCESS. 


Labor of a Year Is Done in a Few 
| 


NEW ERA IN TEXTILE WORK. 


— 


ONDON, July 20. Another great in- 
vention, which is already perfected 
into one of the marvels of the age, is 
announced from Vienna. The inven- 
tor is Herr Jan Szczepanik, the inven- 

tor of the telectroscope. 

His newest discovery, or application of 
well-known scientific discoveries, is an in- 
vention which will revolutionize an impor- 
tant branch of the textile industry. By 
utilizing photography and electricity he is 
able to accomplish, in a quarter of an hour, 


the work of designers which heretofore has 


occupied months or years, according to the 
size of the design. A correspondent of the 
Chronicle sends an interesting description 


| of the device. 


Al who have ever seen a loom know that 
a design to be woven must first be regolved 
into tiny squares. In the case of a large 
gobelin the designer has at present to fill up 
millions of such Uttle squares before it is 
possible to punch the stencil plates which 
are indispensable in the Jacquard loom, and 
are consequently absolutely necessary for 
the production of figured textile goods. Herr 
Szczepanik totally abolishes the designer 
and more than supplies his place by photog- 
raphy. 

The focusing screen is 14% meters square 
and the bellows draw out to a length of 20 
meters, while the immense lens had to be 
made expressly by Zeiss of Jena. Next he 
employs ruled screens containing the nec- 
essary intersections. These screens or grids 
are on glass plates prepared by photography 
and are the largest photographic negatives 
ever made, measuring 1.10 meters square. 


Each such screen contains 1,000,000 squares 


corresponding with those which hitherto 
the designer, with infinite labor, has filled 
in in the course of as much as two or three 
years. Herr Szczepanik does away with this 
whole tedious process. 

Having chosen the pattern, say a land- 
scape, which the web is to show, he attaches 
a picture of it to an upright board fastened 
to the camera stand. It may be remarked it 
ts quite immaterial what the subject may be. 
Whether it be a human figure or face, a land- 
scape or mere ornament, whether large or 
small, one takes neither more nor less time 
than the other, and causes no more trouble. 

The next thing is to insert a suitable ruled 
screen immediately in front of the sensitive 
plate—i. e., the silver bromide paper. Two 
minutes’ exposure suffices to produce an 
image on the sensitized paper showing the 
points of intersection needed; developing 
and fixing occupy a quarter of an hour, and 
then the design is finished. The different 
colors the web is to have are represented by 
different signs ‘or figures, squares, etc., 
which are produced by means of correspond- 
ing stops in the objective. 

The second process is punching the Jacqu- 
ard stencils. Hitherto this has been a 
slow eperation, carried on with the help ofa 
machine, each square having to be cut out 
separately. Now Herr Szczepanik, by means 
of the carbon process, transfers the design 
on to a thin sheet of metal, thus obviating 
the necessity for making the Jacquard 
stencil on silver bromide paper. The pro- 
cedure is the same as in zinc etching; the 
parts of the design exposed to the light are 
covered with gelatine, while in the non-ex- 
posed ones the bare metal appears. 

The result is that good and bad electric 
conductors are formed, and all those points 
on this metal plate which represent holes on 
the ruled screen conduct the electric current. 
This plate is then put into a machine spe- 
cially constructed fer the purpose of punch- 
ing it. Automatically it passes under a row 
of contacts which are connected with elec- 
tro-magnets that set in motion levers which 
punch the plate. 

But the inventor goes a step further yet. 
With a similar contrivance attached not to 
the punching machine, but to the Jacquard 
loom, he sets in motion not only the punch-

itself; in short, he weaves direct from the 
original design-plate (as we may name this 
substitute for the Jacquard stencil) by 
means of electricity. 

The punching machine is really super- 
fluous, inasmuch as the weaving can be done 
direct from the original design plate, and it 
is introduced by the inventor only tem- 
porarily for economic reasons. He wishes 
to avoid the sudden doing away with looms 
of the present style. Eventually he ex- 
pects electric looms will supplant the pres- 
ent machine. 

In a few days Szczepanik’s first electric 
loom will arrive in Vienna from Germany, 
where it has been made. It will be publicly 
exhibited for the first time at the Paris ex- 
hibition, where it will weave silk handker- 
chiefs. In three minutes the purchaser of 
such a handkerchief will be photographed 
by an apparatus in the loom itself, the de- 
sign plate will be prepared by the same 
machine, and then it will make a silk hand- 
kerchief with the purchaser’s likeness 
woven into it, so that in not more than half 
an hour from the time when the portrait 

taken the buyer will be able to take 
away with him as a memento of the exhi- 
bition a handkerchief with his interwoven 
portrait, and all for a mere bagatelle. 

At the jubilee exhibition now open in Vi- 
enna for the present only two gobelins 
woven by Szczepanik’s new loom will be 
shown. One of them contains Mark Twain's 
portrait. For some time the great humorist 
has been giving the well-known Polish 
painter, Henryk Rauchinger,, almost daily 
sittings for a portrait for the gobelin. It 
will be the best of Mark Twain ever painted. 

The second gobelin will contain the por- 
trait of the Emperor Francis Joseph in his 
magnificent robes of state and surrounded 
by allegorical figures, and this portrait will 
also be from Rauchinger’s brush. Herr 
Szczepanik showed small landscapes woven 
in silk. They are of wonderful beauty, and, 
of course, more exact than anything manu- 
factured from hand-made Jacquard cards, 
They have been made on his present small 
loom.—New York Sun.’

„When we shall have won Cuba,“ sald this 
man, the Cuban fruit trade will be once 
more a part of the industrial life of Cuba. 
The conditions of soil and climate are per- 
fect for the cultivation of fruit ke the 
orange and the pineapple, but the peopleare 
quite unequal to the task of taking advan- 
tage of these conditions. It is not quite fair 
to call the natives of Cuba lazy. Shiftiess- 
ness or carelessness more aptly describes 
their state. They always choose the easiest 
way of accomplishing an end, and leave the 
rest to Providence. 

„ Now, fruit Uke oranges and pineapples 
requires the most careful handling from the 
time it is picked until it is offered for sale 
in the markets. How do the Cubans gather 
and market this frult—or, rather, how did 
they, for the market is theirs no longer? 
To get the fruit from the trees the Cuban or 
Spanish planter shook the tree or knocked 
the fruit down with a long pole, It reached 
the ground bruised by the fall and baitered 
by the rap from the pole. Considering that 
the fruit was picked fora journey of thou- 
sands of miles, it will be seen that it began 
its market life seriously handicapped for 
competition with the carefully picked fruit 
of the American planter. 

„The next step was to transport the fruit 
to the town to be packed forshipment. This 
was done by mules. The oranges or pine- 
apples were bundled into the panniers or 
saddlebags, and away went the mule over 
the rough country roads, jolting the fruit 
in the saddlebags and making sad havoc 
with the cargo. When the destination was 
reached, instead of carefully lifting the bur-. 
den from the mule’s back and depositing it 
tenderly on the ground, the mule driver 
dragged it off in the roughest way and threw 
it down in the nearest corner of the store- 
house. The next man threw his consign- 
ment of fruit on the top of the other, and so 
they were piled up without the slightest 
regard to the consequences to the fruit. 

Next we come to the packing process. I 
have seen the men stand several feet away 
from the barrels or hampers in which the 
fruit is to be packed and actually throw it 
into the mouth of the receptacle, hit or miss, 


the poor fruit had received. When the bar- 
rel was full the ud had to be got on, and if it 
didn’t quite fit a little physical force would 
make it. Have you séen an obstreperous 
trunk lid forced to close by being sat upon? 
Well, that fs actually what I have seen done 
with the oranges and pineapples that were 
2 from Cuba to this country.

At Calcutta he found his father’s 
old friend and fellow-traveler in arctic re- 
gions, Lord Dufferin, officiating as Viceroy 
of India, while in Japan he remains on rec- 
ord to this day as the first foreigner who was 
ever honored by the nut-brown Empress with 
an invitation to hertable. He subsequently 
spent several weeks in this country, and was 
in New York at the time of the unveiling of 
the statue of Liberty Enlightening the 
World. 


Looks Like Napoleon. 


Although Prince Louis wears a short- 
eropped beard, there is much reason to be- 


‘Weve that were he clean shaven he would 


present a striking resemblance to his grand- 
uncle, the first Emperor Napoleon. His 
features are clean-cut, his face is full, his 
stature medium, while his chin is strong and 
well rounded. His dark hair and beard are, 
however, of a coarser texture than those of 
the great Emperor, and are probably in- 
herited from his mother’s family. In fact, 
he is of all the members of the house of 
Bonaparte, past or present, the one who in 
appearance, as well as in reserve and self- 
mastery, bears the greatest resemblance to 
the founder of the dynasty of Bonaparte. 
Unlike his uncle, Napoleon III., at the time 
when he ascended the throne; unlike his own 
elder brother, the disreputable Prince Victor 
Bonaparte, the Duke of Orleans, Don Carlos 
and all those other personages who live in 


the hope of some day blossoming forth as 


8 sovereigns in the old world. 
rince Louis has managed to keep his name 
entirely free from any taint of scandal. That 
he neither poses as a saint nor lays himself 
open to the charge of being a prig is mani- 
fest from the popularity which he has all 
along enjoyed among his comrades of the 
cavairy regiments which he has served in 
and commanded in Russia; and the officers 


’ of crack cavalry corps in the dominions of 


the Great White Czar are famous through- 
out Europe for the rapidity of their moral 
pace. Heavy drinking ls one of the most 
prevalent of vices in the Russian army, as 
indeed it is among all classes of the populs- 
tion, and Don Jaime, only son of Don Carlos, 
who was until the other day serving, like 
Prince Louis, as an officer of the Muscovite 
cavalry, has in spite of his youth left behind 
him even at St. Petersburg and at Warsaw 
the reputation of being an habitual drunk- 
ard.

as a Muscovite General, has never failed to 
take a leading part in those interchanges 
of courtesies and comradeship that heve 
been so frequent between French and Rus- 
sian officers for some years. This has not 
been without advantage to his interests in 
his native land. For, in spite of the battle 
of Sedan, the name of Bonaparte Is still one 
with which to conjure in the French army, 
which cannot forget that all its most glorious 
victories were won under the command of a 
General Bonaparte, that it was an officer of 
that name who raised France at one moment 
to the rank of the greatest military power 
of the world, and that, after ail, during the 
reign of the third Napoleon, as well as of the 
first, the center of political gravity of the 
world was not at Berlin nor at St. Peters 
burg, but at Paris. That the French prefer

Since the first Napoleon has labored under 
the disadvantage of being a pekin,“ the 
term of contempt applied to a civilian by mil- 
itary men.

Royal Blood in His Veins, 

Only Prince Victor stands in the way of 
Prince Louls and the chieftainship of the 
Bonapartist cause, and there is every reason 
to believe that, yielding to the pressure 
which has been brought to bear upon him 
from several quarters, the elder brother will 
at the proper moment surrender his political 


heir to the throne of Napoleon III. until the 
birth of the ill-fated Prince Imperial, and 
after the death of the latter, in South Africa, 
he became once more the head of the family. 
He was a son of that King Jerome Bona- 
parte of Westphalia who, by his first mar- 
riage, with Miss Elizabeth Patterson of Bal- 
timore, became the founder of the American 
line of Bonaparte, and who, after the annul- 
ment of that union by his brother, the first 
Emperor, led to the altar Princess Caroline, 
daughter of the King of Wiirtemberg. The 
late Prince Napoleon married Clothilde, sis- 
ter of King Humbert, and became by her the 
father of Princes Victor and Louis, as wellas 
of the beautiful Princess Letitia, who, after 
jilting her first cousin, the present Duke of 
Aosta, for the sake of his father—that is to 
say, her own uncle—now shares with Crown 
Princess Stéphanie the reputation of being 
one of the two most frisky royal widows in 
the old world. 
Were Louis, therefore, to become Em 1 
he would ascend the French throne under 
much more favorable conditions, so far as 
social status is concerned, than either the 
first or the third Napoleon. The late Prince 
Napoleon used often to boast, with justice, 
that he was the only Bonaparte who had 
royal blood in his veins and who had a right 
by birth to cousinship with the various reign- 
ing houses of Europe. His son, Prince Louis, 
enjoys. this privilege to a still greater degree, 
and as husband of a Grand Duchess of the 
reigning house of Russia will place his posi- 
tion in the circle of the sovereign houses of 
Europe beyond question. 


May Be a Love Match. 

Grand Duchess Héléne is an exceedingly 
beautiful and brilliant girl, and hence the 
projected union may bea love match. But 
if Prince Louis does nourish in the bottom 
of his heart any ambitions with regard to 
the French throne he could not possibly haye 
played his cards more cleverly than by first 
identifying himself with the Czar’s army 
and then marrying into the Czar’s family. 
The one obstacle.which caused the Russian 
government to hesitate for so long about 
concluding an aldance with France was the 
instability of her parliamentary government 
and the fact that the executive, being at the 
mercy of every ephemeral legislative ma- 
jority, is incapable of assuring any contin- 
uity of policy either at home or abroad 
These fears at St. Petersburg have been re- 
alized by the recent advent to office at Paris 
of an administration which is denounced in 
France itself as revolutionary and socialistic, 
and which is not only obnoxious to the Czar, 
but likewise has the effect of reducing poor

Is it a matter of surprise, therefore, that 
Emperor Nicholas and his government 
should wish to see a Prince who is now re- 
garded as a member of the Muscovite reign 
ing family established on the throne of 
France, independent of parliamentary ma- 
jorities and capable of providing for a con- 
tinuity of foreign policy? And, since al- 
most all Frenchmen regard the maintenance 
of an alliance with Russia as the chief safe- 
guard of their country—a safeguard which 
must be retained, no matter at what expense 
—is it surprising that, with the object of 
avoiding any ill-will on the part of Russia or 
the loss of the friendship of the Czar, they 
should be willing to hail his kinsman, pro- 
tégé, and.nominee as Emperor under the 
title of Napoleon V. 7 Ex-ATTACHE.
